the smoke hangs in the drifts.

•where they are to engage in tie spruce 
gum industry. These men for the past 
five years have gone to the same region 
and bronghi; from the spruce groves 
some of the clearest and most delicious 
onewiug gnm ever masticated. Their 
task requires some sis weeks, ami they 
are fully equipped with all the neces- 
sary paraphernalia, so conveniently ar- 
ranged that the camp may be changed 
from day to day if necessary. The tools 
consist of a long pole with a pecnHarly 
shaped instrument attached to the end 
of it, and to this is also affixed a small 
canvas bag. With this tool the gum is 
cut and scraped from the tree, falling 
into the bag. A pot for "bailing out" is 
also required, water being put into it, 
brought to a boiling pitch, and then the 
sap or gum dropped into the same, tho 
heat separating the dirt or bnrfc from 
the sap so that it comes out aa. clear as 
crystal.—Lewistou Journal.

The slave was thrown 


overboard by a sailor in whom he had 
confided to aid him in escaping, 


Thomas Pitt, who was at this time 
•overnor of Madras, bought the 


stone from Jamchund, an Indian 
irader. for 312,500 franca. (Accord- 
ng to another version of tbe story, 
t i" s»ia that he bought it. from tbe 
allor himself for i.ooo.) 
In the 


year 1717 the Pitt diamond was par- 
chased to adorn the Fieiich crown 
for 135,000 (8675,000.00) 


When the Tuileries, in 1792, was 


burnt and sacked, It was, with the 
rest of the crown jewels, stolen, and 
for several years disappeared, until 
the superintendent of police was 
notified, by an anonymous letter, the 
exact place in the Champs Elysees 
In which the diamond was hidden, 
and where it was subsequently found.
